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BRAHAM LINCOLN occupies a unique place in our national 
pantheon. The mass of his countrymen do not entirely compre- 


hend the man, or his method's and. motives. 
His connection with 


a Titanic national tragedy and the tragic saeiiticc with which he closed 
that connection have idealized his personality in the popular mind and 
invested him with something of the mythic attributes, the remoteness the 
traditiona I aspects the ancient Greeks gave their heroes. The real man 
is obscured by panegyric, apotheosis and a form of literary deification 
which have thrown around him a haze through which the actual per- 
sonage is but dimly perceived.

The sadness of his face, the droop of his figure give him a mourn- 


ful aspect which impresses itself upon the mind as an everlasting picture 
of sorrow. 


Yet Lincoln was not a sad man or a pessimist. 
His sense of 


rhumorwaM keen, his enjoyment of a joke hearty and spontaneous. If 
he saw clearly and sympathized deeply with the darker side of human 
life, he roveled in the warmth and sunshine and fellowship of its 
brighter side. He believed firmly in his fellow man, in God and in a 
higher and better destiny for the human race. Nevertheless his bilious 
temperament and the melancholy surroundings of his childhood and up- 


1 bringing gave a sombre hue to his thought and tastes. His fondness for 
devotional music and poems of sentiment indicate this bent of his mind. 


But withal Mr. Lincoln was an intensely practical man. His

versary a series of questions which finally toppled over the institution of 
slavery "and put an end to the anomaly of a republic half slave and half 
free.

Fishing Rights to be Protected. 


The Assembly was only shy six votes of passing unanimously 


yesterday the Costar constitutional amendment securing to the pub- 
lic "the right to fish along the shores of the ocean, bays, lakes, 
lagoons, estuaries arid the banks of all rivers, cieeks, streams and 
other water, stocked with fish by the State or which contain fish 


u 
that are indigenous " The amendment sho-ild have no trouble in 
going through the Senate despite the efforts of the private preserves' 
and fishing :lubs' lobby. 


The proposed amendment is apparently deemed necessary to 


establish th< public's rights of access for fishing purposes to all 
streams and other waters over which the State has jurisdiction, and 


t to put a stoo to the efforts of private individuals or clubs owning 


land on the banks ot streams or bordering on lakes and lagoons to 
'fence out the public 
This has been done in several places in the 


State within the past few jears. A shoe-string quarter section of 
-land covering the banks of the Truckee river for a distance of nearly 
two miles was a few years ago leased by a fishing club and an at- 
tempt made to exclude non-members from the stream. A similar 
cfub at Santa Cruz tried to make a private fishing preserve of the 
San Lorenzc river and a lagoon opening on the ocean famous as bass 
fishing grounds 
Again, sections of the McCloud river were en- 


closed by throwing barbed \\trc fences across its bed to prevent 
anglers for irout ascending the stream. A sportsmen's club on the 
Stitsun marches closed a navigable slough passing through its pre- 
serves whicl was a favorite resort of striped bass fishermen In the 
McCloud rn er case, an appeal was made to the Attorney-General, 
wbo directed the removal of the fences and expressed the opinion 
that the public had an milienable right to fish in the stream fiom its 
banks. In the case of the Stustm slough, the engineer in charge 
of the rivers and harbors ordered the removal of the obstruction at 
once. 


If a constitutional amendment is necessary to protect the in- 


tcrests of the people in the fish-bearing waters of the State, there 
is not the si ghtest doubt but what it will be carried by them by an 
overwhelming vote and there should be no hesitation on the pait of 
the Legislature to submit such an amendment for their action.

BODY OF LINCOLN'S MURDERER TO 
INTO .RIVER? 


SALEM, OHIO, Feb. 12.—That the body of John Wilkcs Booth, assassin pf 


Abraham Lincoln, was tossed into the Potomac River, and not buried in the 


Booth family plot, is the belief of Ft. B. Thompson, a newspaper man of this city. 
Mr. Thompson bases his statement on the revelation of the secret made to him 
eight years ago by Captain E. W. Hillyard, then commander of Tom Smith Post, 
G. A. R., Metropolis, 111. Captain Hillyard, who died a few years ago, told Mr. 
Thompson that he and four privates of Sheridan's army reported for duty at the 


.old CEipitol prison in Washington one night a few weeks after the assassination, 


and in company of a surgeon and corporal/Booth's corpse, disfigured by burns, was 
removed from under a stone slab, wrapped in a ta rpaulin and carried to a gun- 
boat in waiting. The vessel dropped down the rive: ten miiles and the assassin's 
body, weighted, was placed on a plank and shoved nto the river. All concerned 
were bound to profound secrecy and Mr. Thompson $ays Captain Hillyard told him 
the tale most reluctantly, having inadvertently give i a clue at the time of Presi- 
dent McKinley's death.
